Government Duplicity! 

. Tho correspondence of tho Canadian 
Company with Mr Ball furnishes an- 
othor chapter in tho history of tho 
unfortunato affair known aa tho Grouse 
Crook Company. From this corras- 
pbndonco it would appoar that Govor- 
nor Soymour, when at Cariboo, pledged 
himpolf to givo tho Canadian Company 
n now trial Upon his return to Vic- 
toria his Excellency recommonded tho 
FlumoCompany to submit tho dispute to 
arbitration, and named Mr Trutch as 
arbitrator. Tho Flumo Company con* 
Bontod, and Mr Trutoh yuib undor 
orders to proceed to tho minos and 
hoar and docido tho caso. His lettor of 
instructions had boon signed and pub- 
lished, when, to tho surprise of tho 
Flumo Company and tho country, it 
was announcod that no arbitration 
would take plrtco, and that Air NoocL 
ham was to try the case dc novo. The 
snrpriso laBtod until Saturday evening, 
whon tho arrival of tho boat from tho 
mainland placod us in possession of the 
Cariboo Sentinel, from which wo learn 
that the Canadian Company " refused 
to submit the caso to arbitration ;" 
that " they would accept nothing Ues 
than tho law allows them;" and that 
they insisted upon having a ' now trial.' 
Mr Booth, ohairmau of tho Company, 
onclosod tho resolutions to Jlr Ball, and 
requested "as a matter of courtoriy'' 
(!) a copy of tho Governor's desnatoh, 
and thon announced tho intention of 
tho Company "to oommunioato by 
tolograph with tho Govornor di-oot." 
This correspondence and resolutions 
furnish tho reason why the Govornmont 
do suddenly changod its mind regard 
ing tho arbitration and dee'dod to 
grant a new trial Mr Booth tolo" 
graphed that they would accept 
nothing less than a now trial, and tho 
Govornor, liko an obodient subordinate 
officer of tho Canadian Company'.*) 
chairman, acquiosccd immediately ! 
Now, wo do not pretond to say what 
influonco tho Canadian Company may 
have brought to bear upon tho Govor-t 
nor to causo him to ehango his mind 
upon tho mero cxprossiou of thoir 
will ; but wo do say that tho course 
adopted by his Fxoolloncy is an extra- 
ordinary one. Doos not tho reador per- 
coivo that if ho had promised tho Cana- 
dians a now trial, his Excellency had 
no right to recommend an arbitration 
to the Flumo Company 'I and that, if ho 
did not promiso a now trial, he actod 
in a cravon spirit in acceding to tho 
Canadian's demand by telegraph? Tho 
Canadian Company's ultimatum that 
thoy will accopt nothing loss than 
tho law allows them," comes with re- 
markablo graco from " gontlumon " 
who havo boon striving their utmost 
for months to place themsolvos witho 
out tho pale of tho law. Perhaps the 
law thoy volar to ia lev talionis. Tho 
lottor of tho Chairman of tho Cuna* 
dian Company to tho Cariboo Sentinel 
is ono of tho most impudent produc- 
tions wo havo ovor dame across, it 
carrioB ft gratuitous insult in ovory 
lino. IIo says it appoara passing 
strange that a caso whioh has already, 
througti tho blundering of incompetent, 
or j'X'ssibli/ interested officials, assumed 
an unpleasant and dangorous mag- 
nitude, should bo proposed to ba 
submitted to tho decision of an 
individual in whom tho Canadian 
Company and tho minora of Cari- 
boo in goneral havo no moro con- 
fidonco as to his ability to undorstand 
and administer British law or British 
justico than thoy would havo in tho 
ability of a dancing dcruish to under- 
stand and expound tho ton oommand- 
monts ! Not only is tho nominoo of 
tho Govornor insulted in tho choice 
torms given above, but as tho Govornor 
has had quite as muoh to do with tho 
caso as Mr Spalding or Mr Ball, it 
follows that ho must bo ono of tho 
« inoompot^nt," " blundering," and 
" possibly interested olliciula" referred 
to by Mr Booth. This is tho only 
BonBO in whioh wo oon understand tho 
lettor ; and as far as tho '« hlundoring" 
and " inoompotonoy " of tho Govornor 



are concerned we quite agree with 
Mr Bootb. Tho Italian Bong-writor 
Bays that Don Giovanni asked tho 
statue of the Commondatore to sup- 
per, becauso ho had no idoa his invita- 
tion would bo accepted ; but tho statue 
did como, and said to him, "Don. 
Giovanni, you havo asked mo to sup- 
per and I have come." Tho Govornor 
blundered whon ho granted Mr Booth 
an intorviow and asked his ndvicoas 
to how ho should govoru the Colony ; 
and his conduct over since that 
memorable occasion has demonstrated 
his uttor " incompetency" to discharge 
tho duties of tho high and responsible 
position to which in an evil hour ho 
was appointed. Liko Don Giovanni, 
ho cannot rooall tho invitation if he 
would, and all ho can do is to wring 
his hands and adviso tho mon who 
havo already sacrificed so muoh to give 
up all for the sako of poaco and quiot- 
noss. Aro wo to bo told that it ia 
foolish to resist an attack of this kind 1 
Aro wo to givo up assorting our rightB 
booaupo it may ond in our being 
knookod down and dispossessed of 
thorn by tho oxorciso of bruto force 
and troachory ? Has the spirit of tho 
Govornmont gone so low that it is pre- 
pared to abandon tho weak to tho 
tondor morcies of tho strong ? 

The Grouso Creek Affair. 



Barkerville, Au<r. 6, 1867. 

Editor Colonist ;— We nro just in iece,pt 
of Mr \V. A. <J. Young's extraordinary com- 
munication to Mr Truich, upon tho selection 
of tho latter gentleman as arbitrator be> 
tween tho Grouse Greek Flume Co. and the 
Canadian Company. In justice to Mr Young, 
I wi3h to say that he ennnot be blamod (or 
Doing totally ignorant of the facts in the 
matter, ns he has not been upon tbo ground 
:it all. Il was, however, moat ungenerous 
on tbo part of His Excellency to furnish the 
"data" for that letter ond allow any mis- 
representations to creep in— still more un- 
generous not to openly give tho instructions 
himsolf, relieving tho Colonial Seerelnry 
Irom ihe nocesaity of making excuses for his 
own action, and using specious argumouts to 
justify his apparent cowardice. 

1 do not intend to be tedious, and I will 
pimply call attention to a further (charitably 
oallod] miatatement : In the matter of the 
appeal from the decision of Mr Spalding 
(subsequently confirmed by Mr Ball), Mr 
Young states that " Chief Justice Begbic 
determined that there was no appeal." This 
is conttary to fact. Tho appeal was takon, 
but upon the request of Iho lawyers of the 
Canadian Co., in the presence of Mr Uooih, 
permission was given by Mr Bepbie to with- 
draw the appeal, giving no judgment for costs 
upon either Hide. I think tho record i of iho 
Court will provo this. 

Mr Youn< statos, subsequently, that "the 
Canadians ; ' acquired the rights of tho "Black 
Hawk Co." How could thoy do this. The 
ground claimed by the Black Hawk Co. only 
came to tho lines claimed by the Canadian 
Co., and the dlspate between tho different 
p irties was concerning totally difl.rent pieces 
of ground; Nojudgmunt was ever obtainod 
by Iho Canadian Co against anyone but the 
Grouse Co. (a totally distinct one from the 
Flumo Co ) In no manner could they " ac- 
quire Ihc rights of tho Blaok Hawk Co." 

I do not wish to lengthen my letter, bs you 
are probably pretty lull of the matter, but in 
my opinion nothing can bo more unworthy 
of th : Chief Magistrate of a Colony like this 
than Ihe disingenuous manner in which he 
explains tho mitigatioo of Mr Hall's sen- 
tence ol tbo rioters. VVtiy did he Dot openly 
•ay (whut is known ond publicly avowed to 
be tho case) that he " coaxed " iho Canadians 
into to going to gaol by a specific promise ol a 
change of sent-inco to '18 hours ? And why 
does ho say that the same parties were 
"licked up in the cells which had been 
vacated that morning by the exit of two 
murderers, &c," when it is a notorious fact 
that they would not allow Ihemsclyes to be 
locked up at till, but spent tho lime in gaol 
pleasantly conversing in the Court house 
grounds ?

European Affairs. 

NAPOLEON AND THE SULTAN. 

The Memorial Diplomatique, of Paris, 
July 18lh, says : The Emperor NapoU 
eon remained in conference with tho Sul" 
tan on the day of his departure for Lorn* 
don for three quarters of an hour. On 
tho previous Sunday Napoleon III also 
had held a privato conversation with his 
august guest at. St. Cloud, which lasted 
several hours, Djemil Pacha acting as 
interpreter. Wo have reasons to believe 
that tho Emperor took advantage of tho 
Sultan's stay at Paris to again urge the 
friendly counsels which M. Bourreo, on 
his nomination as Ambassador, had been 
charged to enrry to CoustaiUitioplc, and 
to which ho made allusion in presenting 
his credentials. The Sultan, through 
both Fund Pacha and Djemil Pacha, bus 
expressed tho most sincere gratitude for 
tho friendship shown by the Emperor of 
the French as to tho integrity and stabil- 
ity of the Ottoman Empire, and has 
promised to devoto all his efforts to the 
amelioration of tho position of his Clivis- 
ti»n subjects, as France has continually 
advised him, as the only efficacious moans 
of avoiding a new crisis in tho East. 

TUB PBBNCn FLEET. 

The naval appropriation clauses of tho 
French budget were debated in the legis- 
lative body on the 18: h of July, when M. 
Bethmont said there ought to be laid be- 
fore members a programmo ns to the 
materiel Admiral Rigaultdo Genoullly 
maintained that one hundred and sixty- 
seven vessels would be amply sufficient. 
With reapeet to what might bo required 
in the Levant, tho iron-plated (squadron 
at Toulon would always suffice ; and iu 
China, Cochin China and Japan the rela- 
tions of France were excellent. The hon- 
orable gentleman desired a programme, 
but to give one would be folly, for it 
would enlighten possible enemies us to the 
naval resources of France. 

Tho Toulonnois of July 18th says: 
The roadstead at the Hydros Island pro 
Rents just now a magnificent spectacle. 
The entire ironclad Mediterranean squad-, 
ron of France, under command of 
Admiral Do Gucydon, lies ranged in 
order of battle within a few hundred 
yards of tho shore. It comprises the Sol- 
ferino, Normandic. Heroine, Invincible, 
Couronno, Provence, Cato, Devastation, 
floating battery, besides the Lonis XIV, 
wooden three-decker. The English ar- 
mored squadron lies at anchor on tho 
right: the Royal Oak, thirty live guns; 
the Aretbusa, thirty five ; and the Cale-- 
donia, twenty four, of large calibre. 

Qaligmni's Messenger of July 19th, 
speaking of the exp'cclod arrival of the 
Dunderborg, in France, says : The largest 
dock at Cherbourg is under preparation 
for the reception ot this lingo vessel, 
which is to undergo careening immediately 
on her arrival. 

BEREZOWSKI. 

The correspondent of the New York 
Tribune says : You will not be apt to 
find— but Russians may — in the trial of 
Herezowski signs of an unfriendly French 
feeling. I mean of political feeling shared 
by the French Government. His advo- 
cate was allowed full latitude for his 
defence, and doubtless the strongest argu- 
ment to the jury was Antgo's (.son of 
Francis Arago) presentation to them of 
documentary proof's of Russian horrors 
committed on the Poles. Borezowski's 
own hearing wns greatly iu his favor. 
He denied nothing, was perfectly respect- 
ful to the Court, but with entire calmness 
— mildness, even— he maintained his right 
to kill the murderer of his country; re- 
gretting only that he should have risked 
the French Emperor's life. The Prosecut- 
ing Attorney and the presiding Judge, 
who in French Criminal Courts acts 
much the part of a prosecuting officer, 
showed unusual consideration for the youth 
of the prisoner, and the provocation 
under which he committed his mad act. 
The jury, after twenty minutes' deliber- 
ation, found him guilty, with extenuating 
circumstances, nnd ihc Court pronounced 
a verdict of hnrd labor for life. Bere- 
zowski listened to the decision with groat 
calmness. As he was led out, many of 
the young advocates pressed the assassin's 
hands. Everybody agrees that the ver* 
diet could not be less severe. Nobody 
justifies the attempt nt assassination ; but 
the general pity for the boy and sympathy 
for his country palliate the crime— find it 
tho almost pardonable act of a political 
enthusiast driven mad brooding over his 
country's wrongs. His father, who did 
his utmost— threatening him with his 
malediction — to prevent Berezowski, then 
a boy of sixteen, from taking part in the 
insurrection, is in prison ; his brother is in 
Siberia. Hero is an extract (iom one of 
the circulars of MouravielY, dated July 
25th, 1863 : "Those (insurgents) who still 
wander in the forests are obstinate rebels, 
hardened in wickedness, and unworthy of 
pity. I, therefore, hereby order that 
these rebels, after their capture, and 
especially if they are proprietors or Cath- 
olic priests, be immediately brought be- 
fore Court martinis, condemned to death, 
and executed within twenty-four hours." 

AUSTRIA, 

Tho mail news from Gajicia is deplor- 
able. In Western Galicia three-quarters 
of tho harvest and hay is s*atcd to havo 
been destroyed. As yet the accounts of 
devastation by floods aro imperfect, as tho 
communication with Lcmberg is inter- 
rupted, hut it is reared that many lives 
havo been lost. The railroad from 
Cracow to Lcmberg has suffered great 
damage. Eight large bridges havo been 
totally or partially swept away. 

General Tar has addressed a letter to 
the editor of tho Hon, at Pestli, in which 
ho says : "If we look around we see how 
nil nations aro consolidating iu groups, 
and woo will bo to us if wo remain iso- 
lated, opposed to the hatred of our neigh- 
bors. The greatest danger that threatens 
us comes from the Muscovite. The only 
moans wo have to remove this danger is 
to settle our relations with Croatia on tlio 
basis of entire autonomy on either side 
and to fulfil all tho reasonable demands oi 
the nationalities living within Hungary. 
Let us throw asido a policy of jealousy 
and distrust. Do not let us see in every 
shadow a reason for fear. Let us, on the 
contrary, hold out a helping hand to tho 
South and West slaves iu thoir endoavors 



for development. The Hungarians ought 
to mako it one of their chief tasks to 
assist the slaves in reobtaining their 
national lifo on tho basis of liberty. The 
Muscovite can only promise them a great 
slavo empire, but no liberty, and it is only 
through liberty that wo can put an im- 
passablo barrier in the way of the Musco- 
vite.''

Tho Prussian Government has commis- 
sioned General do Moltko, tho chief 
orgunizor of tho lato campaign iu Ger- 
many, to study the strategical plan of a 
new railway in Silesia. The General is ac- 
companied by a considerable number of 
officers. 

The Germans residing in China have 
sent to Count Bismarck, as a mark of 
their esteem, a silver gilt cup, weighing 
six pounds, of elegant workmanship. 

T0FIK1CT. 

Tho Roumanian Moniteur of Buchar- 
est, July 17th, contains an account of a 
popular disturbance at Gulatz, during 
which several Jews were thrown into tho 
Danube, and announces that the Ronman 
Ian Government have sent a Commission 
to Galatz, with instructions to fully inves- 
tigate the matter. 

A despatch from Bucharest of July 
19th says ; The conduct of the Turkish 
commander in throwing six Israelites into 
tho Danube has aroused so strong a feel- 
ing here that tho Roumanian Government 
lias abandoned tho idea of sending away 
any more Turkish vagabonds. 

A Hand Bed. — An old lady from the 
country slept one night lately in tho house 
of a friend in town (says a Scotch paper) 
Her bed happened to bo a plain hard 
mattress, so much recommended as more 
healthy to lie upon than a bed of down. 
Next morning tho lady was asked hovr she 
had slept overnight.

The GrousoCrcek Imbroglio.— A Paper 
War.— The Government again Bul- 
lied! 

Tbo following correspondence — tho Cana- 
dian Company's sbaro in which reflects do 
credit upon them, but tends to confirm onr 
previously expressed opinion as to their 
character and object — is published at the 
instance of tho Canadian Company in tho 
Cariboo Stntinel of the 9ib Se|4imber. TLe 
Governor will, perhaps, awaken at last to a 
senso of tbo humiliating position in which ho 
has placed himself and tho Government. 
Even His Excellency's best friends bavo not 
a word to aay in favor of his policy, bnt are 
striving industrously to faston tba responBi* 
bility ol the failure upon tho shoulders of 
the Acting Colonial Secretary, Mr \V. A. G. 
Young, who, tbey say, iufluenced tho Governor 
to aot as ho has dono. This, even if true, 
is a poor excuse. The Governor is supposed 
to possess common senso, and ought to bo 
able to distinguish right from wrong. We 
incline to tha opinion that His Excellency 
took tho " bit between his teelh," disregarded 
all advice, and attempted to arrange the 
little affair bimnelf. Llow utterly he baa 
failed will be discovered upon perusal of the 
correspondence :
